Thin Spots in Alfalfa. 
It 
is 
usually 
advised 
that 
one 
should not try to thicken a thin stand 
of alfalfa, aud it is quite useless to 
try it in the way it is 
sometimes 
tried— to simply scatter seed on the 
ground as is sometimes done with 
clover and the ground worked neither 
before 
nor 
after 
sowing the seed. 
This way will commonly result iii 
loss of work and loss of seed. W here 
the stand is too 
thin 
the 
ground 
should be thoroughly harrowed when 
In good working condition. The trou­ 
ble is in telling this—we cannot say 
St int any way th at will cause most 
persons to work the ground hard 
enough. This is also true in the cul­ 
tivation of alfalfa. 
They fear they 
will “ruin” it. 
Set the harrow teeth 
against the ground, not slanting back­ 
ward. . lf the ground is in good work­ 
ing condition you cannot pull tho 
alfalfa out except when it is very 
young. 
If this work is sufficiently 
done then tho seed sown will often 
give the desired results. 
Many have asked about harrowing 
the alfalfa early in the spring. 
This 
will 
pay 
if 
the 
ground becomes 
workable, but it is commonly too w et 
as early as it must be done to be safe. 
The ground should be dry when al­ 
falfa is harrowed.

any time of year.

The fact that Pettis county is un­ 
der 
strict 
quarantine 
regulations 
promulgated by Governor Major with 
inference to the bringing into this 
county of hogs from other counties 
appears not to be clearly understood 
by citizens of 
neighboring counties 
and by some within this county. 
These quarantine regulations that 
were proclaimed by the governor at 
the request 
of 
State 
Veterinarian 
Dr. D. F. Luckey and 
the Missouri 
state board of agriculture, being de- 
s.gned to assist the officials of the 
United States bureau of animal in­ 
dustry static n here in their work of 
stamping out hog cholera, have been 
lepcatedly published and were later 
tainted on large display cards that 
have 
been 
posted 
conspicuously 
throughout this 
county 
in 
railway 
stations, oil public 
roads 
at 
the 
county boundaries and in cither pub- 


disobedienee of any of these regu­ 
lations shall be placed in quarantine 
by the state veterinarian or his dep­ 
uty, and held 
in 
isolation 
for 21 
days, after they shall have been im­ 
munized against cholera at the own­ 
er’s expense.

Under direction of the state board 
cf 
agriculture, 
State 
Veterinarian 
D. F. Luckey has issued supplement 
ta* regulations covering the bringing 
into Pettis county of breeding hogs, 
providing that such hogs may be ad­ 
mitted when

that such hogs 
have been. Injected 
with. serum alone - within 
ten days 
Trior to their being taken into Pet­ 
tis county, provided they have been 
kept on premises free from hog chol­ 
era for three months prior to date of 
shipment, and that said hogs shall 
he held isolated in 
quarantine 
for 
thirty days after arrival on the farm 
at destination. 
Dr. L. D. Brown, deputy state vete­ 
rinarian, is stationed 
here, 
having 
his headquarters with Dr. B. W. M ur-1 
phy, United States Bureau of animat 
industry, Sedalia, both 
’phones 403, 
for the express purpose of rigidly en­ 
forcing the foregoing quarantine reg­ 
ulations. The law m akes it the duty 
of constables and sheriffs to enforce* 
these regulations. W ith this publica­ 
tion there is no excuse for any Pet­ 
tis county citizen 
violating 
any of 
these regulations, 
and 
they should 
ro t be misled by the statem ents of 
know-it-all sm art Alecs 
in neighbor­ 
ing counties th at “those Pettis coun­ 
ty hog rules are a bluff-—they don’t 
mean anything.” 
Those quarantine 
regulations mean exactly what they 
say. They are 
absolutely necessary 
to enable a clean-up of hog cholera, 
and every man who violates them is 
very liable to get into 
trouble that 
w ill prove expensive. Every law* abid­ 
ing citizen of the county is urged to 
keep a vigilant lookout for violators 
and to promptly notify Drs. Murphy 
or Brown of same, and as well all 
prospective public sales in adjoining 
counties.

To understand the Passover 
means to understand the Plan of God 
in respect to humanity. 
St. Paul reminds us that God's first 
intim ations respecting 
His 
glorious 
purposes of mercy toward our race 
were given to Abraham. 
After God 
had tested his faith and obedience, 
He called Abraham His friend, and 
revealed to him in part things to 
come. 
The 
essence 
of the Divine 
Message of Peace was, “I will bless 
all the families of the earth through 
my Seed”—thy posterity. 
(Galatians 
3:8.) This, God's sure Word of Prom­ 
ise, w'as afterward confirmed with an 
Oath, because the time would he long, 
and therefore it would be necessary 
th at the heirs of salvation should ex­ 
ercise faith in it. 
The First Passover in Egypt.

The first-born of Israel were subse­ 
quently exchanged for the tribe of

Ail such must trust, not in 
works of their own for justification 
before God, but in the work, the sac­ 
rifice, of Christ, who died for us, “the 
Just for the unjust.” 
Not only must 
we exercise faith in the sense of en­ 
tering into the Household of Faith, 
but additionally we must be of those 
who partake of the Lamb, who ap­ 
propriate the merit of Christ’s sacri­ 
fice by faith. 
All such are counted 
as being partakers of Christ's holi­ 
ness, and are sharers with Him in the 
sufferings of this present time, and 
prospectively His joint-heirs in His 
Kingdom to come. 
Thus, said the Pastor, has Israel’s 
Passover found its antitype through­ 
out this Gospel Age. 
From the time 
that Jesus died, as the Lamb of God 
to take away the sin of the world, to 
the present time, there has been a 
feast spread for those who are able 
to appreciate it. 
There has been a 
covering with the merit of His sacri­ 
fice for those who had faith to accept 
it. All such are counted members of 
the 
“Church 
of 
the 
First-borns,” 
whose names are “written in Hea­ 
ven.” 
(Hebrews 12:23.) This church 
is not yet completed. 
Thank God! 
w*e may still sprinkle the blood of 
the Lamb upon tho door posts of our 
hearts, may still have imputed to us 
His precious m erit, and still have the 
privilege of becoming members of the 
Church of the First-borns. 
But the Morning is near at hand. 
The First-borns will soon be recog­ 
nized of God. They will be “changed 
iii a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye.” 
By resurrection power they 
will be made like unto their glorious 
Redeemer. 
They will 
begin 
their 
great work as the Royal Priesthood. 
Under 
the 
leadership of the great 
Prophet, Priest 
and 
King—Jesus— 
these under-priests, under-kings, un­ 
der-prophets, will labor with Him in 
His great Messianic Kingdom work. 
These with the Redeemer will con­ 
stitute the Spiritual Seed of Abra­ 
ham. through whom God’s blessing is 
to come to Natural Israel, and ulti­ 
mately to every nation, people, kin­ 
dred and tongue. 
The great wxirk of deliverance will 
require a thousand years—the period 
of Messiah’s reign. 
This deliverance 
is pictured by the passing through 
the Red sea. God’s mighty hand will 
be exercised on behalf of all who are 
truly His, during the thousand years. 
They will escape from the powder of 
Satan and his hosts of sin, who will 
be restrained for a time. 
In the de­ 
struction of Pharaoh’s hosts in the 
Rqd sea. we find a /pictorial prophecy 
of the destruction of Satan and all

obedience even unto death.—Hebrews 
11:38-40. 
These 
ancient 
worthies endured 
not in vain They nave the promise 
cf a better resurrection than the re- 


to human perfection. 
They are to 
constitute the nucleus of the earthly 
phase of Messiah’s kingdom. To His 
rtandard, thus set up 
in 
the w*orld, 
will assemble gradually not only the 
rd u ra l seed of Abraham, but all of 
humanity desiring od’s favor and ev­ 
erlasting life. 
Pastor Russell 
then 
stated that, 
before these blessings could come to 
Abraham and mankind 
in 
general. 
there must be a spiritual seed of Ab­ 
th a in . 
He showed that Jesus was 
Abraham’s seed 
according 
to 
the 
flesh, but th at 
as 
such 
He never 
could have accomplished 
His great 
Messianic work. It was necessary, he 
said, for the Man Christ Jesus to lay 
down His hum anity sacrificially 
be­ 
fore He could be received into the 
glories of the Divine nature by res- 
t rrection power. So also it must be 
with all who 
w*ouId 
become 
joint 
heirs with Jesins 
on 
the 
heavenly 
plane (II Peter 1:4). 
The testing of the loyalty of Jesus 
and all those of 
every 
nation who 
would be of the 
spiritual 
seed of 
Abraham 
hag progressed 
now 
for 
c ’ghteen centuries and the pastor be­ 
hoves it will soon bo completed. The 
gathering of the elect will complete 
this age and inaugurate the new dis­ 
pensation, during w*hich God’s bless­ 
ings through M essiah’s kingdom will 
fll the earth, superseding the curse 
which has rested upon mankind for 
six thousand years—six great days. 
Messiah’s new dispensation 
will bo 
ante-typical Sabbath day, a thousand 
years long, in which 
Messiah will 
I ring in 
everlasting righteousness, 
destroy all who love unrlghteousnesi 
and grant everlasting life to al! tho 
obedient. 
Christ Our Passover. 
John the 
Baptist, iii 
announcing 
Jesus as the 
great 
Messiah, said, 
4 Behold the Lamb of God, who tak­ 
eth away the sin of the w*orld.” 
It 
is well that w*e should notice the dif­ 
ference between the taking away of 
the sin of the world and the taking 
away of the sin of the church.

But as the apostle ex­ 
plains, and as we also read in Gene­ 
ses, the curse, the penalty for sin is 
death—“Dying,thou shalt 
die.” 
No 
ere

Dom that penalty of death, and com­ 
pletely resurrected out of death, ex­ 
cept by the payment 
of 
a ransom 
price, the payment of his penalty. No 
member o fthe race could pay 
that 
penalty because every member was 
i.nder that penalty 
himself. 
Hence 
God’s compassion 
manifested itself 
in providing the 
Redeemer—a Ran­ 
somer, one capable of satisfying the 
claims of justice 
and 
thus 
legally 
retting Adam and all his race free 
from the death penalty—the curse. 
But while the Lamb of God was to 
take away the sin of the world and 
to give all an opportunity for resti­ 
tution, He will not be the passover 
Lamb for tho w*orld. 
Jesus 
is our 
passover — the 
church’s 
passover 
Lamb. This shows the difference be­ 
tween the Gcliverance of the church 
curing this age and the future deliv­ 
erance of tho world (luring tho Mil­ 
lennium. Tho church is delivered or 
passed over by faith, through the im­ 
putation of the m erit of the Redeem- 
I he church class may therefore even 


n o w speak of sing forgiven and of 
having passed from death unto life, 
tu t not so the w*orld. 
Indeed, 
tho 
taking away of the sins of the world 
in the next age will be on a totally 
different basis. The m erit of the Re­ 
deemer will not he imputed to man­ 
kind. The world will not be justified 
t v faith. The taking away of their 
sins will be actual and the justifica­ 
tion will be actual. 
Special Privileges of the First-Born. 
The church of the first-borns hay 
special privileges and blessings, as 
^ ell as special trials. 
In the pass­ 
over type the lives of the first-borns 
were in jeopardy, while the lives of 
ethers of Israel w*ere in no danger. 
This signifies in the ante-type that 
the church of the first-borns will bo 
liable to death at a time when the 
remainder of the w*orld will not be 
thus liable. 
The reason for this is 
clear in the light of other Scriptures, 
sa w*e shall see. 
The call of the 
Gospel 
age 
the 
apostle styles a 
“high 
calling,” 
heavenly calling, because the church 
is not under a law. Rather, a heav­ 
enly reward is held 
up 
before the 
minds of some, and they are invited 
to enter into a covenant with God 
to follow such a course of life in the 
present time as will eventually bring 
them to the glorious prize set before 
them in the invitation. That prize is 
sometimes styled 
the 
kingdom and 
sometimes the Divine nature—and it 
includes both. 
But if the reward is o great that 


price, 
and St. Paul declared that he 
ex tinted all other things as loss and 
dross in comparison, we should not 
be surprised to find the conditions 
or term s, for obtaining it very strin­ 
gent. Notice the stringency of the 
call: “Gather together My saints un­ 
to Me, * saith the Lord, "‘those who 
have made a covenant with Me by 
sacrifice” (Psalm 50:5). Again, notice 
Jesus’ words. “If any man will be my 
disciple, let him deny 
himself and 
take up his cross and follow7 me.” 
Dead to the World—and All. 
From the 
foregoing 
Scripture it 
v.’ill be noticed that the condition up­ 
on which any may become a member 
of the church of the first horns 
is 
tl at he shall sacrifice his earthly na­ 
ture. 
Only by faithfulness in thus 
sacrificing can he obtain the heaven­ 
ly nature. Unfaithfulness would hin­ 
der him from ever obtaining the new 
nature. 
As 
for the earthly nature, 
such give up all right to it, in order 
that they may run in the sacrificial 
race for the spirit nature. Hence it 
is that the first-borns are represent* 
cd in the type as being exposed to 
death—a n n lh i I ation. 
Not so che world, for the w*orld 
is only under Adamic condemnation. 
God 
has 
promised 
that 
through 
Christ that curse shall be rem oved. 
Hence of -.ll the people in the world 
the only ones at 
the 
present time 
who are in danger of going into ex­ 
tinction are those who have made a 
consecration 
to 
be 
followers 
of 
Jesus. 
Look back again at the type. There 
we see the lamb 
provided 
for 
all. 
^here we see the 
blood 
upon 
the 
doorposts for all. But we see the first­ 
borns the only ones in danger. 
In 
the ante-typo these, if passed over, 
will become the church in glory, the 
royal priesthood. How beautiful the 
picture! How solemn the thought of 
our opportunities and privileges, and 
responsibilities corresponding!
